John Mahaney, a Heutenant in the He sav- 
ing crew at Kenosha, accomplished a rescue 
yesterday us a result of which his name is 
to be brought: before the Carnegie medal 
commission, — 

Mahaney is nearly 60 years old. While on 
lookeut duty at the life saving station he 
saw the arms of a man waving frantically 
above thie water of the lake about sixy yards 
from shore at a point a quarter of a mile from 
the station. Mahaney realized there was not 
time to reach the man with a boat. So he 
ran along the pier for nearly 500 yards, leaped 
into the water, swam the sixty yards, dived 
to the bottom, and saved the man. 

By the time Mahaney had reached the man 
a crowd had collected. on shore and as he 
swam back with the body several men leaped 
into the lake and came to his ad. Mahaney 
was nearly exhausted when he reached the 
shore. He was carried to the life saying 
station on the shoulders, of cheering men.

Great Aviation Contest Already

BRUSSELS, Aug. 18. The calamity which 
has befallen the international exhibition by 
last night’e fire actualty is so great that onty 
a qualified satisfaction is to be derived from

| tending the blaze, ae, have been proved 
exaggerated. 

The salvation of a ie part of the 
contents of the buildings was due to the 
energy and courage of the exhibition officials, 
yalded by the city firemen and Belgian s0!- 
| dlers. Even then, however, it seems their 
efforts’ were greatly trindered and in many 
cases nullified by lack of adequate fire fight- 
ing paraphernalia within the exhibition 
grounds. 

It is a satisfaction to be able to record the 
fact that a number of paintings by old mas- 
ters which were loaned by the British col- 
lectors have been saved by the fact that 
instead of being trusted to the flimsy exhibi- 
tion buildings they were Housed within the 
city in the Palais du Cinquantenaire. This 18 
ata distance of two miles from the exhibition 
proper. 

Gobelin Tapestries Saved. 

Among the valuable French exhibits 
| Which were saved are the Gobelin tapestries 
and several paintings by Detaille.. Many 
works of art, carried out of the French and 
Italian sections, are now in gardens beneath 
tarpaulins, where they are being guarded 
by soldiers. 

A considerabe amount of money and Jer 
els, said to be worth $2,500,000, was found 
unharmed within fireproof safes in the Bel- 
gian section. At first it was reported that 
forty houses had been burned along. the 
Avenue Solbosch, but later reports reduce 
this number to eight. 

The French exhibiters owe the saving of 
huge sums in gems and works of art to em- 
ployés who threw the treasures into ham- 
pers and carried them out of the:burning 
building.
